A he hath ſuch anumbneſle, and pages ting- 
ling within his houes,that he hath neither ſencenor- 
feeling of his feete, but is in all refpefts like a man 
that by” hard or crooked fitting hath both his fete 
allcepe (as we call it) during which paſſion we know

this torment, It commeth moſt commonly-when 
a horſe. is very fat, and hath his greaſe molten with»
